The Junior Hospital League is appeal- 
ing to Edmonton people to contribute a 
dime each to help prevent the spread of 
“infantile paralysis’ and provide the best 
possible treatment for those who have 
fallen, or may fall, into its grip. The 
League is not without credentials in the 
matter, since it has to its credit the splen- 
did pool over at the University hospital 
where “polio” patients are cared for. The 
pool is recognized to be a very valuable 
aid in restoring the use of-limbs to those 
who have been afflicted with paralysis. 

With that achievement as a background, 
the League should have no trouble enlist- 
ing the public generally in the cause, and 
gathering in a very substantial sum for 
further good works to the same end. No 
cause could be worthier, and none surely 
could make a more compelling appeal to 
anyone who knows anything of the dis- 
case, its results, and its persistence. There 
are few who cannot spare a dime, and 
80,000 dimes would equip the League with 
a sizeable fund with which to carry on the 
fight, 

The fall months appear to be those in 
which “polio” becomes most prevalent, A 
spring campaign for funds with which to 
combat it is therefore timely. The more 
money is contributed now, the better will 
be the facilities next fall for taking care 
of patients and doing whatever may be 
possible to prevent the malady spreading 
Should it appear again in the aggressive 
form that has become usual.

Province’s Farms 


The 


The provincial farms at Olds and Ver- 
milion came in for some lively criticism 
when the legislature reached the item in 
the budget proposing to vote $31,500 to 
cover the operations for the year. One 
member summarized the adverse comment 
—a Government supporter by the way— 
when he said a farmer cannot make as 
much from a section farm as the Govern- 
ment spends on these half-section 
farms. Another member, on the same 
side, came to the point when he asked 
what would happen if the house struck 
out the item entirely,

What would happen, of course, is that 
the farms would go out of business as pro- 
vincial enterprises, the $31,500 would be 
Saved, and the farms and equipment could 
be sold for what they would bring. But 
would that be advisable? These farms 
were not started to show farmers how to 
make money, or even how to make a living. 
They were planned and established as 
“demonstration” farms, or to adopt the 
term employed in the older 
“model” farms.

Is the “demonstration” worth the cost? 
That is the question. If not, can it be 
made worth the cost by any change of 
methods’? If that cannot be done, the sen- 
sible thing to do is to get rid of the farms. 
But every Minister of Agriculture, includ- 
ing the present one, has thought it worth 
the money to maintain the farms, That 
fact should count for a good deal with the 
members when they complain about the 
cost and even talk about abandoning the 
demonstration policy, 


Taxing Production 


The bill introduced in the legislature by 
the Minister of Municipal Affairs, to shift 
taxation from farm land to the produce 
of the land, is admittedly experimental. 
If passed, the measure is to be Submitted 
to the courts for a test of its validity. It 
may not be proclaimed until next year. in 
which event it could bx repealed at next 
session if discussion in the meantime 
Should show it to be inadvisable or 
ceptable to the farming population 

The proposed change is in line with the 
fact that farms do not pay taxes: the own- 
ers pay. And the further facts that in 
most cases the owners can only pay out of 
their current incomes, while in the long 
run income is the only source from which 
tax money can come. The produce tax 
would correspond roughly to a wage tax 
or an income tax imposed on the town 
wage or salary earner. 

But the proposition is not quite as simple 
as this would make it appear. There is 
the case of the farmer who derives a con- 
siderable income from sources other than 
his land, and is thus able to pay taxes 
when his crops are poor, ‘The case also of

the indifferent, lazy, or incompetent farm- 
er whose land yields less than land no 


better than is worked by his neighbors; 


and who is now penalized for not adopting 
better methods. 

There are in fact a good many compli- 
cations to be taken into account when 
it comes to applying the uncuestionably 
sound principle that taxation should be 
according to the ability to pay. Perhaps 
it will be as well if, as suggested, the 
measure is not brought into effect until 
the members and the public have had a 
year in which to think through to the prac- 
tical results of its application. 

What is really implied is a general 
change in the direction of taxation—away 
from property and toward income. The 
principle is sound; but it is the more de- 


sirable on that account that no mistakes 
be made in carrying it into effect, and 
that the significance of the change be gen- 
erally understood and approved before- 
hand.

Nationalism 


One of the greatest hindrances for the aboli- 
tion of war today is the spirit of narrow nation- 
alism, so rife in our modern world. 

Nationalism at its best is a beautiful thing. 
Just as we belong to our family, so we belong 
to our own nation. No other nation can ever 
mean to us what our nation does, for here are 
the roots of our traditions—here our central 
loyalties belong. 

But, because we feel so toward our coun- 
try, we can understand how other people feel 
toward their nation, and, using our patriotism to 
interpret theirs, we grow not in bitterness, but 
in understanding and goodwill. 

Unfortunately, as the dogma of nationalism 
has developed in the past century, it has become 
a sinister thing. It has manifested a spirit of 
racial bitterness which makes for war, We see 
it bearing bitter fruit today in Italy, Germany 
and Japan. 

Such a spirit of bitter, narrow nationalism is, 
perhaps, the greatest foe of world peace in our 
time.—The Canadian Thinker. 


Saying Nothing But— 

Britain’s reply to Germany would be to 
speed up her vast re-armament program, the 
Prime Minister stated. Whether or not the new 
armaments woulki be employed to protect 
Czechoslovakia was left for Germany—and the 
rest of the world—to conjecture. 

An indication of what further increase in 
British armaments would mean to the British 
taxpayer may be seen by glancing at the com- 
parative figures showing such armament ex- 
penditures among the leading nations of the 
world last year. According to statistics of 
the League of Nations, and of the British States- 
man’s Year-Book, the total expenditures in 1937 
by each of the great powers was as follows:

That Britain had already planned to step 
up this 1937 expenditure, previous to Hitler's 
latest coup, was indicated when Sir John Simon, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, presented his 
White Paper last week. He showed armament: 
expenditures of $1,758,750,000 for the 
fiscal year, starting April 1, as compare 
the total for the previous fiscal year of $1,417,- 
500,000. 

Britain's foreign policy then, is apparently 
an attempt to exert a steadying influence on in- 
ternational affairs by weight of enormous arm- 
aments.—Calgary Albertan. 


Tinplate Cariei lidicted 

Mr. J. J. Hayes Doone, speaking in the Leg- 
islature, indicted the tinplate cartel in no un- 
certain language. Tinplate production is con- 
trolled by an international cartel which regul- 
ates prices, distributes. territory 
international pruducers and generally contrives 
to maintain a monopoly. In 1928, Mr. W. H. 
Moore, then chairman of the Canadian Tariff 
Board. summoned representatives of the cartel 
to Ottawa and informed them that cariels would 
not be tolerated in this country. That admoni- 
tion, heeded at the time, seems to have been 
forgotten since then, with the reshlt that fin- 
ished tinplate prices are now all out of line 
with the cost of raw materials. 


It seems strange that while we maintain laws 
on the statute books of this country to prevent 
monopolies, we tolerate and protect under our 
customs regulations an international monopoly 
which overshadows any possible combination 
that might be brought about in Canadian busi- 
ness. In the face of the fact that steel has been 
reduced in price and that tin is much lower, 
finished tinplate has advanced about eighteen 
per cent. This will result in an increased cost 
to Maritime canners to an amount running into 
six figures. Not only is a duty imposed on tin- 
plate, the production of which in Canada does 
not begin to meet the demand, but dumping 
duties have been collected which increase the 
cost of imported goods to the breaking poin 
Tinplate is the raw material of some very im- 
portant industries in the Maritime Provinces 
and the federa] authorities should clean up the 
situation. Our fishermen who are very vitally 
interested in the canning industry, and the con- 
s of Canadian packed goods are the ul 
goats of the tinplate carte]. Action in 
this matter cannot come at too early a date and 
should be effective.—Saint John Telegraph-

Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 


A round-shouldered person is like one in 
heavy chains, which bind the body in a bent-over 
shape. However, instead of the chains being of 
iron they are of muscle, which hold the shoulders 
in the wrong position. 

The important thing to keep in mind is to use 
the exercises which develop greater strength in 
the muscles which pull the shoulders back. Take 
enough exercise of the right kind for a long 
enough time and the shoulders will begin to im- 
prove. 


Those who are round-shouldered have front 
muscles across the upper chest which are 
stronger than the muscles across the back and 
the result is that the stronger front muscles pull 
the shoulders forward. Before you can expect to 
hold the shoulders back in an erect, attractive 
position, you must increase the strength of the 
upper back muscles to such a degree that they 
balance the pull of the front muscles. 


In developing a splendid pair of shoulders 
you will need no expensive equipment. You will 
be able to do it with simple exercises taken in 
the privacy of your own home, using muscles 
which occur in the arms, upper chest and upper 
back. Arm movements which call for an upward 
and backward sweep of the arms are especially 
good. 

An excellent exercise is to lie face downward 
on the floor and raise the head and shoulders, 
lifting the head as far back as possible. Take this 
exercise only a few times at first until the 
muscles increase in strength. 

You will find it a good plan to take deep 
breathing exercises which bring the chest will to 
the front. When you watch yourself in the mirror 
as you take a deep breath you will see that it 
expands the chest, pushing it up and auto- 
matically throwing the shoulders back. 


You are going to find there is a close con- 
nection between good strong shoulders and a 
good chest development. In fact, they are really 
two sides of the same question. Most of the 
movements which improve the shoulders like- 
wise help the chest. Women who straighten the 
shoulders will find this improves the carriage of 
the body and enables them to wear clothes to 
better advantage. Men who use such exercises 
will gradually develop that deep, wide, rolling 
chest which bespeaks strength and endurance. 

A faster shoulder development may be ob- 
tained by swimming, tennis, canoeing, boxing or 
wrestling. 

Before undertaking a regimen designed to 
build a good-looking pair of shoulders it is a 
good plan to visualize to yourself exactly the 
type of development you desire. See the 
shoulders firm and erect and make that picture 
as plain as possible. Then start doing everything 
you can to make that picture come true. As you 
breathe deeply, think of developing a better pair 
of shoulders. As you walk, keep the body erect 
and the shoulders flat. As you do your exercises, 
think of the attractive shoulders which will be 
yours. Even as you are sitting, still think of the 
shoulders and keep the spine straight and the 
shoulders back, Keep on exercising, and think- 
ing all during the day, a good pair of strong 
shoulders and you will be surprised how you will 
begin to get them within the next few weeks. 
Get a good mental picture, then do everything 
possible to make that picture come true, and 
you will receive your reward,
